Getting fiill-service treatment 



Business owner 
provides service 
from days of old

ROUND LAKE - Before the gas cri- 
sis of 1979, Tew Americans had the 
knowledge how, or even the need, to 
pump their own gasoline. Many par- 
ents and grandparents probably 
remember when uniformed gas atten- 
dants would race to cars that pulled in 
and not only pump gas, but check all 
the fluids, tire pressure and wash the 
windshield. 

The shops didn't sell beer, but they 
had clean restrooms and friendly staff 
members who would offer customers 
a map, a set of steak knives or dishes. 
They could even repair a car without 
negating the dealer's warranty. 

Most of these "filling stations" are 
all but gone, but Lake Villa resident 
Larry Surleta still offers full service 
with a smile. 

Larry, 53, owns the Corner Garage 
in Round Lake. Built in the 1950s, the 
shop started its life as a Sinclair sta- 
tion and now offers Marathon gas and 
rents U-Haul vehicles. 

At night, the shop, at the corner of 
Cedar Lake Road and Washington 
Street, glows with bright and colorful 
neon lights. Inside, there are all sorts 
of old-fashioned gas station parapher- 
nalia from a time long gone. Larry's 
wife of 15 years, Cindy, was into 
antiquing before she met Larry, as a 
customer at the station, 

Larry had a shop in Hainesville 
with his father for a number of years, 
before his dad bought the Corner 
Garage in 1980. His dad died in 1988, 
and Larry has been keeping on ever 
since. 

He works with his long-time friend 
Dave Schultz and a high school stu- 
dent, Jack Smith. 

Cindy said Jack is the third oldest 
of five brothers, and the two older 
boys have both worked with Larry. 

"The youngest one can't wait for 
his turn," Cindy "said. 

Larry has made a number of 
improvements to the old station 
throughout the years, including land-

scaping and other outdoor work. 
There are two pairs of large lights 
that sit between the pumps in front. 
These lights are back from an era 
when Texaco used to sponsor Bob 
Hope's TV specials, and the company 
had the motto, "You Can Trust Your 
Car To The Man Who Wears The 
Star." 

He admits he doesn't pump as 
much gas as other large chains, but 
he runs an "honest repair shop." He 
said a lotof people, especially women, 
don't like to pump their own gas. 

"People seem to want a local, inde- 
pendent repair shop; they don't seem 
to be happy with the dealers," he said. 

Larry said if he can't repair some- 
one's car, he'll tell them, and even tell 
them whether certain services don't 
need to be done at all, or wait until a 
later time. 

Larry said he can do nearly any 
kind of work on a car, new or old. He 



can change tires, shocks, install a bat- 
tery or wiper blades, change oil and 
make repairs. He doesn't do body 
repair, but he does offer 24-hour tow- 
ing service. 

As for new cars, Larry said their 
engineering leaves something to be 
desired and often makes work hard to 
do. 

His favorite thing is doing restora- 
tion on classic cars, and the couple 
owns a 1955 Chevrolet Bel Air. They 
also own four cars that they drive and 
a truck that hauls Larry's stock car to 
Wilmot Speedway in Wilmol, Wis. 

"And if anyone ever offers to let 
you drive in one or ride in one, don't 
do it," Cindy cautions. "It feels like 
you're losing a kidney." 

Cindy said her least favorite thing 
about Larry's job is that he often 
comes home worn down, if the weath- 
er has been bad. 

"A lot of older women and other 
people don't want to get out in the 
weather, so they'll get their gas 
pumped," she said. 

For around 15 cents more a gallon, 
customers can get "whatever they 
need," according to Larry. They'll get 
their oil checked and all the old stand- 
bys. 

"We've tried to make it homey and 
small townish," Cindy said. "And I 
think we!ve achieved that."

Officials prepare for 
population growth

ANTIOCH TOWNSHIP - School 
District 117 seems to be playing musical 
chairs, except instead of seats it's using 
land. 

Last week the board bought, for $5 
million, 80 acres on the southeast corner 
of Edwards Road and Route 45. 

Superintendent Jay Sabatino said 
that the district had been searching for 



property that would be large enough to 
build another high school. 

That's why in July 2006 the district 
bought 42 acres at 18752 Edwards Road, 
for $1.75 million. In March the district 
filed a condemnation suit for 30 acres on 
Crawford Road after landowner Susan 
Hyman refused to sell to officials. 

Hyman could not be reached for com- 
ment. 

But now that the district has 80 acres 
under its belt, Sabatino said that the suit 
against Hyman has been dropped and 
the 42 acres on Edwards Road will be 
sold. 

Jan and Dean Milani, who now live on 
the 80 acres at Edwards Road, will stay 
for at least another seven years, 



Sabatino said. 

"There's no rush," Sabatino said. 
"We're just trying to secure property in 
the eventuality we need the land." 

The Mllanis could not be reached for 
comment. 

District officials expect population 
growth to continue, Sabatino said, mean- 
ing another school will be needed. 

"If in 15 to 20 years it doesn't materi- 
alize, at least we're in a better situation," 
he said. "But at this point we see only 
more, and more development occurring 
in the area." 

According to the 2006 Illinois District 
Report Card, District 117 had a total 
enrollment of 2,497 students, and a stu- 
dent-teacher ratio of 18.7 to 1.

LAKE VILLA - The 
Planning Commission formal- 
ly voted that it doesn't like 
plans that would develop the 
former Cedar Lake and 
Sherwood parks, but as Village 
President Frank Loffredo said, 
"Nothing is carved in stone." 

The commission will meet 
at 7:30 p.m. on Thursday, June 
7, at Village Hall to approve 
public hearing minutes and its 
recommendations regarding a 
proposal to turn the old parks 
into residential and commer- 
cial properties along Route 
132, said Robert Streicher, com- 
mission chair. 

After that, the Village 
Board will review the propos- 
al, Loffredo said. 

Land owners Robert and 
Susan Johnston and 
Buschman Development want 
to "build 515 residential units, 
including condominiums and 
townhouses, and a 12-acre 
commercial space. 



Drawings for the Cedar 
Lake Park site showed 100 sin- 
gle family lots, ranging in size 
from 1G.79B square feet to 
26,000 square feet. Next to the 
subdivision were 133 town- 
houses, varying from 1,400 
square feet to 2,350 square feet 
each. 

On the Sherwood Park site, 
102 townhouses would be built 
next to 180 condominiums. 
Adjoining the homes would be 
a 12-acre commercial area. 

During public hearings, 
residents and commission 
members said they were upset 
that the developers did not 
seem willing to compromise. 

"We thought that with a few 
revisions it wasn't a bad plan," 
Streicher said. "We had three 
public hearings and might as 
well have stayed at home." 

Streicher said that he and 
other commission members 
felt that the plans did not meet 
village ordinances and 
requirements, and developers 
acted as if they would not 
budget.

It's 
going to have a positive 
impact." 

Peter also said that the 
plans were the same that the 
village agreed on during a law- 
suit filed by Robert and Susan 
Johnston and Buschman 
Development. The suit was set- 
tled in mid-September 2006. 

Village Attorney James 
Bateman said that village 
trustees will review the devel- 
opment plans using the guide- 
lines of the settlement. The 
plans still must meet village 
ordinances. 

But officials will need to see 
some changes before they feel 
those requirements are met, 
Loffredo said. 

"They haven't proven they 
can meet village ordinances," 
he said. "We 'expect participa- 
tion. Period."

Cicadas make an appearance 

Ground-dwelling insects begin to emerge in Lake County

LIBERTYVILLE - The periodi- 
cal cicadas haven't fully emerged 
yet, but the event is still causing 
much buzz. 

"It's pretty much the topic of con- 
versation around here," said 
Allison Lehnen, an environmental 
educator with the Lake County 
Forest Preserves. "It's so great." 

Lehnen said that southeast Lake 
County has seen the most red-eyed 
Insects so far. 

Catherine Savage, a forest pre- 
serve spokeswoman, said that 
northern parts' of Lake County 
haven't experienced a full emer- 
gence yet, mostly because they are 
not as wooded. 

And in forests with thick 
canopies, the soil hasn't warmed to 
64 degrees yet, the temperature that 
alerts the cicadas to climb out of . 
the ground, Savage said. 

This brood of periodical cicadas 
has spent the last 17 years in the 
soil feeding on tree sap and grow- 
ing. When cicadas reach maturity, 
they will push their way through 
the earth and the males will sing, 
very loudly, to attract the females. 
They will mate, and the females will 
lay eggs in the slim branches of 
young trees, and the adult cicadas 
will die. 

After the eggs hatch they will fall 
to the ground and burrow inside, 
where they will eat and grow for the 
next 17 years. 

The Brood XIII cicadas typically 
emerge in Illinois, Indiana and 
Wisconsin. 

, For the cicadas that have made 
an appearance, Lehnen said, that so 
far she has not heard of any events 
being disturbed by them. 

Savage said she doesn't expect 
that cicadas will crash many out- 
door parties because the bugs tend

to focus on thick-treed areas. 

"[Cicadas] only move between a 
couple of hundred feet from where 
they're born," Savage said. "It takes 
multiple generations to move. 
That's why we can predict pretty 
well where they're going to be," 

Alyce Brownlee, Village Clerk 
for Lake Villa, said she doesn't 
expect cicadas to interfere with the 
village's upcoming Celebration of 
Summer, which will take place from 
June 7 to 10 at Lehmann Park. 

The last time Brood XIII 
emerged, Lake Villa was unaffected,

Brownlee said. 

"I don't remember anything," she 
said. "The last time, it wasn't really 
around here." 

For people who want to swarm 
the places where the bugs are, or for 
those who want to avoid them like 
the plague, the forest preserve cre- 
ated an interactive map on their 



Web site. It allows people to plug in 
the street addresses where they've 
seen the critters, Savage said. 

Many people who Lehnen has 
seen and talked to are excited, and 
participation in cicada-related for- 
est preserve events is high, she said. 

The forest preserve is hosting 
guest speakers, information ses- 
sions, and more public events to 
teach and entertain residents. The 
preserve even created the 
CicadaMobile, a van and trailer full; 
of exhibits to teach children and 
families about the creatures.

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What to do about gas? 
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Illinois was recently identified 
as the number one state in the 
country 

In gas prices. 

OK, so that's not good news. The 
only thing worse than being the 
state with the highest gas prices in 
the country is being the state with 
the second highest gas prices in 
the nation. 

And on May 24 that happened 
when Illinois fell to second place 
behind Michigan, which had an 
average a gas price of $3,515 a gal- 
lon. At least when we were number 
one we had the sympathy of the 
nation. Now we are just another 
state with high gas prices. 

In the past when people com- 
plained about gas prices being the 
worst ever, they weren't exactly 
accurate. When gas hit $3 a gallon 
last year, certain know-it-alls said, 
"But when adjusted for inflation,, 
gas still is cheaper than it was in 
1981." 

Not any more. Twelve straight 
days of record high gas prices 
actually is significant. And those 
record-high prices take the infla- 
tion adjustments into account. It 
makes an impact. 



It increases the cost of every- 
thing everyone buys, not just gas 
for your car. And, brace yourselves, 
for the first time in 26 years the 
amount people who are driving has 
declined. 

USA Today reported earlier this 
year that in February 2007, people 
drove 1.9 percent less than they did 
in February 2006. That actually is 
encouraging. It shows that people 
can adjust their behavior in the 
face of higher gas prices. Of 
course, 1.9 percent is not much of a 
drop, but it's a start. 

There have been some calls for 
Congress to investigate oil compa- 
nies for possible collusion. Here's a 
better idea: Congress should 
increase refinery capacity and 
then ensure that oil companies use 
that capacity. More gas should 
equal lower prices. 

On a microlevel, people do have 
some control. If gas is too high, 
people can live closer to their place 
of work, buy more fuel-efficient 
cars or trucks, and support efforts 
by the federal government and pri- 
vate industry to develop alterna- 
tive fuels. And if it's really bad, 
there's always carpooling.

Freshman state rep gets 
3 more bills passed 



The Illinois General Assembly 
moved to pass three pieces of legis- 
lation sponsored by State Rep. 
Sandy Cole, R-Grayslake, that will 
crack down on sex offenders, ensure 
school bus safety, and provide an 
income tax credit for businesses 
that establish child care services for 
their employees. 

All three bills are part of Cole's 
Family Focus initiative, a compre- 
j hensiye legislative agenda aimed at 
improving and strengthening the 
health and quality of life of fami- 
lies in Lake County and throughout 
Illinois. 

Senate Bill 14 requires that when 
sex offenders register with their 
appropriate local law enforcement 
agency as part of 
their required 
annual registra- 
tion, they must 
provide the law 
enforcement 
agency with all e- 
mail addresses, 
instant message 
ing identities, 
chat room identi- 
ties, and other 
Internet commu- 
nications identi- 
ties that they use 
or plan to use. 

The sex offenders also would be 
required to report all Uniform

Filing date change needed 
To the Editor: 

In theory, an earlier presi- 
dential primary in Illinois 
will boost voter interest, 
registrations and turnout. 
However, as election 
administrators, we see the 
need to set earlier candi- 
date-filing deadlines so 
that there is sufficient time 
to prepare the balloting 
apparatus. 

In 2006, Illinois intro- 
duced early voting for 
those who want to cast 
ballots when and where 
they want, starting 22 days 
before the election. That 
year, Illinois also introduced 
grace period voting, for 
those who need to register 
after the traditional cutoff, 
starting 28 days before the 
election. These were wel- 
come reforms, but they 
essentially moved the elec- 
tion process ahead by a 
month without a change in 
the candidate-filing sched- 
ule. 

What few have noticed is 
that if we move our pri- 
mary to Feb. 5, 2008, 
lllinoisans will cast ballots 
through early voting on Jan. 
14 and grace period voting 
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on Jan. 9 - all weeks ahead 
of the Iowa caucuses! 
With. more attention 
focused on Illinois in a 
high-profile election, we 
cannot afford a timetable 
that forces a last-minute 
scramble to program and 
test election equipment. 
The presidential primary 
ballot is one of the longest 
and most complex. One 
court case could affect bal- 
lots across multiple coun- 
ties or the entire state. 

Additionally, this schedule 
needs to be fair to other 
electoral participants. For 
grace period and early vot- 
ing to be viable options, the 
voters, civic groups and 
editorial boards need time 
to know who is on the bal- 
lot and where the candi- 
dates stand. Last-minute . 
changes threaten to disen- 
franchise voters who use 
the grace period and early 
voting options. 

Our concern is that candi- 
dates currently would file 
for office in November. To 
print absentee ballots by 
late December and settle 



the other ballots by early 
January, there would be lit- 
tle more than a month to 
handle any objections and 
court cases - all during 
weeks that include 
Thanksgiving, Hanukkah, 
Christmas, and New Year's 
Day. This is unfair to the 
many participants and 
increases the probability of 
balloting crises in our state. 
We share the enthusiasm 
for moving Illinois into a 
mix of states that are likely 
to decide our presidential 
nominations. With the 
whole world watching, 
though, we need to adjust 
the front-end of the elec- 
tion schedule to better 
accommodate grace period 
and early voting. That 
starts by changing state 
laws to set the deadlines 
28 days earlier: nominating 
petitions by Oct. 8 and 
objections by Oct. 16.

Like Judd Apatow's previous 
raunchy comedy "The 40- Year-Old 
Virgin," "Knocked Up" makes you 
laugh hard and often. Rarely do 30 
seconds pass between guffaws. 
Nearly every line of dialogue is 
hilarious, but few come across as 
jokes. 

The tide crudely explains the 
premise. Celebrating her promotion 
to on-air talent at E! cable network, 
gorgeous Alison Scott (Katherine 
Heigl of "Grey's Anatomy") has a 
drunken one-night stand with chub- 
by slacker Ben Stone (Seth Rogen). 
Pregnancy follows. 

An unexpected, unwanted preg- 
nancy seldom is considered a laugh- 
, ing matter, but Apatow reaches into 
the deepest anxieties and humilia- 
tions of life and pulls out comic gold. 
He certainly is not the first to find 
humor in pain - the old saying is that 
comedy equals tragedy plus time. 

Apatow's gift is that his very 
human comedy isn't intellectually 
funny in a Woody Allen way, but fall- 
out-of-your-seat-in-hysterics funny in 
an "Airplane!" way 

Much of the humor in "Knocked 
Up" rises from class-consciousness. 
Alison is a driven young woman 
whose career is just now coming 
together, even though she lives with 
her sister, Debbie (Apatow's wife, 
Leslie Mann), her sister's husband, 
Pete (Paul Rudd), and their children. 

Ben lives in a Hollywood ranch

home with his stoner buddies (all but 
one played by Rogen's co-stars from 
"Freaks and Geeks" and 
"Undeclared," Apatow's short-lived 
but brilliant TV shows). When not 
staring at their navels, they work to 
finish a Web site that catalogs nude 
scenes in all films. They arc tragical- 
ly unaware dozens of such sites went 
on line roughly 15 minutes after the 
World Wide Web was invented. 

Alison decides she wants to keep 
the baby, even though it might end 
her job at E! Ben decides he will try 
to be a good father and supportive 
partner, despite his lack of ambition 
to do anything else. 

Things go well at first. But the 
constant fighting between Debbie 
and Pete serves as a terrible role 
model, and things get worse when 
Alison and Ben take sides in her sis- 
ter's marriage (Ben and Pete bond 
over "Back to the Future" trivia). 

The key to "Knocked Up" is that 
Ben and Alison, despite random acts 
of crankiness, are likeable charac- 
ters, and we want things to work out 
for them. They aren't prepared to 
become parents, but as Apatow 
points out, no one is. Not even the 
most devoted married couples who 
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Katherine Heigl and Seth Rogen star in "Knocked Up," directed and written by Judd Apatow.

memorize Dr. Spock know what's in 
store. 

Rogen and Heigl sparkle together, 
even though they spend much of the 
film frustrated with each other. 
Rogen has perfected the role of the 
lovable slob, and even though his arc 
is the same as Steve Carell's in "40- ' 
Year-Old Virgin" - immature man 
must set aside his boyish dreams for 
the sake of a mature relationship - 
Rogen is more of an everyman than 
Carell, which makes "Knocked Up" 
the better comedy 



With only a few films and televi- 
sion shows, Apatow has developed an 
ensemble that includes Rogen, Rudd, 
Mann and Jason Segel (here more or 
less reprising his "Freaks and 
Geeks" role as Rogen's best friend). 
Here's hoping Heigl and Harold 
Ramis, who plays Rogen's father, join 
Apatow's regulars. 

Apatow loves his actors and the 
characters they play, and the improv- 
isational spirit on his set keeps the 
comedy fresh and real. Unfortunately, 
Apatow's one weakness is that he 



doesn't know when to cut his friends 
off. "Knocked Up" runs an indulgent 
129 minutes. Take out 20 minutes, 
and it would be a perfect comedy. 
On tiie other hand, few movies 
sustain humor at such a high pitch 
for more than two hours. "Knocked 
Up" might not be perfect, but it is 
hilarious in its sloppiness.

New thriller sure to leave audiences in suspense to the end

Just when it seemed the 
serial-killer film had been 
done to death, "Mr. Brooks" 
brings^something fresh to the 
genre. " '«^»p»a 

Starring Kevin Costner as 
the titular killer, "Mr. Brooks" 
is a fast-paced thriller that 
concentrates more on charac- 
ters and sardonic humor than 
on dread and gore - although 
dread and gore remain in the 
mix. 

Earl Brooks is a Jekyll-and- 
Hyde character. As the new 
Portland Man of the Year, Mr. 
Brooks is beloved by the 
Oregon business community, 
as well as his wife (Marg 
Helgenberger) and daughter 
(Danielle Panabaker). 

Yet he* also is a methodical 
killer. The Hyde part of his 
personality is represented by 
Marshall (William Hurt), who 
convinces Earl that the Man of 
the Year honor offers the per- 
fect cover to resume his secret 
career as the Fingerprint 
Killer. 

Marshall, in case I'm not 
making it clear, is a figment of 
Earl's imagination. Having 
another actor play the personi- 
fication of his murderous 
desires is a theatrical device 
that shouldn't work, but does. 

The refreshing tiling about 
"Mr. Brooks" is that it tells us 
Marshall's identity from the 
get-go instead of saving it for a 
shockeroo twist ending that 
would make the film another 
lame "Fight Club" imitation. 

Earl considers killing an 
addiction, a sickness. He has 
fought his impulses for the 
past two years by attending 
Alcoholics Anonymous meet- 
ings. But the excitement of 
winning Man of the Year has 
reawakened the desire to kill, 
much to Marshall's delight. 

When Mr. Brooks kills a 
couple while they are making 
love later that night, he makes 
an uncharacteristic mistake. 
He fails to close the drapes 
before shooting his victims. 

The next morning, a young 
man, who calls himself Mr. 
Smith (Dane Cook), shows up 
at the box factory Mr. Brooks 
owns. Smith lives in an apart- 
ment that overlooks the vic- 
tims' building and pho- 
tographed the murder. 

Smith blackmails Mr. 
Brooks, but his demands are 
unusual. He got such a rush 
watching Mr. Brooks kill the 
couple, he wants Mr. Brooks to 
make him his apprentice. 
That's the first departure from 
the standard serial-killer for-

mula. 

The second comes when Mr, 
Brooks' seemingly perfect 
home life starts to coDapse for 
reasons unrelated to his secret 
life. 

His daughter, Jane, returns 
from home from her freshman 
year in college and announces 
she has dropped out. Then she 
drops bombshell No. 2: she's 
pregnant. 



Jane has a third bombshell, 
but to reveal it would give 
away one of the script's 
strongest twists. 

"Mr. Brooks" does follow 
some serial-killer conventions, 
and one is the dogged cop, 
Detective Tracy Atwood (Demi 
Moore), on the trail. 

Although the Fingerprint 
Killer remains her great white 
whale, Atwood has made a 



name for herself nailing other 
serial killers. 

This is an unusual accom- 
plishment for a municipal 
detective, as it paints Portland 
as the serial-killer capital of 
the Pacific Northwest. 

Atwood's storyline is the 
weakest aspect of "Mr. 
Brooks," partly because it tells 
more than necessary about her 
divorce, but mostly because of

What would you do with $5 
million? What about 10, what 
about 20? 

That's a question that many 
young professional athletes must 
ask themselves after being draft- 
ed into a whole new world of 
money and excess. And for most 
of these athletes such decisions 
will come at an age when most 
people are worrying about what 
to do with their first $500 pay- 
check. 

I often find myself daydream- 
ing about what I would do with 
my first million dollar NBA pay- 
check - even though I played my 
last basketball game that meant 
something about seven years ago. 

It's the tune of year when 
many area athletes will finally 
hang up all their equipment from 
a lifetime of competition. Gone 
will be all the practices and drills 
and all that will be left is the 
memories. 

These kids won't have any mil- 
lion dollar checks to look forward 
to and most of them won't even 
have college scholarships to look 
forward to. For most, it's all over. 

If there's one movie every 
sports fan should watch, it's the 
1994 documentary "Hoop 
Dreams." The movie followed two 
adolescent Chicago basketball 
players William Gates and Arthur 
Agee for five years, beginning In 
eighth grade. These two kids, par- 
tlcularly-Gates, cameoh : so-cI6se 
to living the dream and making it 
all pay off. . 

• But, like so many others, all 
they have left is the memories. 
That, and one of the best docu- 
mentaries ever made to chronicle 
a lifetime spent on the hardwood. 

Thirteen years have passed 
since "Hoop Dreams" first came 
out, yet the underlying message is 
just as poignant today as it was 
when it came out. Professional 
athletes are by far the exception 
to the rule, but you still can't stop 
the dream. 

One of the most poignant lines 
from any movie came from the 
last scene of "Hoop Dreams." It 
came from one of the teenagers. 

As Gates said in the final scene 
of Hoop Dreams, "People say, 
'When you make it to the NBA, 
don't forget about me.' I feel like 
telling them, 'Well, if I don't make 
it, make sure you don't forget 
about me."' 

As hundreds of our local ath- 
letes move on past athletics and 
high school into the next phase of 
their young lives, let's not forget 
about them, either.

»Girls Soccer: Fremd 3, Carmel 1 

A Memorial Day battle 

Carmel relents under Fremd's high-powered offense

VERNON HILLS - If 
Carmel girls soccer Coach 
John Halloran had a choice, 
this was one three-day week- 
end he could have done with- 
out. 

Fresh off the first girls soc- 
cer sectional championship in 
school history, the Corsairs 
were flying high on Memorial 
Day. But with an impressive 
offensive attack, Fremd (20-4) 
grounded Carmel 3-1 en route 
to the Vikings' first trip to the 
Elite Eight. 

"We had a great season and 
took it farther than any other 
[Carmel] team before," 
Halloran said. "It's a hard way 
to end it, but Fremd is a nice 
team." 

Both teams came into the 
game carrying double-digit 
unbeaten streaks - 11 games 
for Carmel, 13 for Fremd, so 
something had to give. From 
the first minute of the game, it 
was obvious that the Corsairs 
were the ones doing the giv- 
ing. 

By the time the clock 
clicked 39:00, Fremd had 
already tested Carmel's 
defense to the tune of three 
shots at the goal. One minute 
later, they had taken three 
more and by the end of the 
first half, the Vikings outshot 
the Corsairs 14-2, 

At 19:39, Carmel's defense 
finally buckled with a goal 
from Susan Plager to put 
Carmel in the 1-0 hole. Even as 
Plager's 25-foot shot found the 
back of the net, the Corsair 
defense nearly prevailed as 
senior goalie Megan 
Osterhout almost reeled the 
shot in, but the ball slipped 
through her fingers for the 
first score. 

Fremd's offense didn't 
relent as the Vikings took five 
more volleys at the Corsair 
goal. While Carmel didn't get

as many shots at the Fremd's 
net, the Corsairs did make the 
most of the few chances they 
got. 

In the 30th minute, Carmel 
got its first real shot at the 
goal as Caitlin Duffy kicked a 
loss ball off a corner kick to 
even the score at 1-1. It took all 
of three minutes for the 
Vikings to answer back as 
Samantha Balek scored on a 
similar corner kick play from 
teammate Danielle Romano. 

The game's final goal came 
in the 12th minute of the sec- 
ond half as Janina Locascio 
scored off the assist from 
Caroline Vanacker. 

Despite the loss, Osterhout 
said she didn't regret anything 
from her senior season. But as 
she racked up 8 saves after 
countless volleys, Osterhout 
had to salute her competition 
on Memorial Day. 

"It's kind of hard [to lose], 
but we played hard. We had a 
good season, we won our first 
sectional in school history," 
.Osterhout said. "The defense 
worked really hard back there.

tried to stop them, but it didn't 
work too well," 

In the second half, the 
Corsairs did a much better job 
limiting Fremd's volleys at the 
goal. But Fremd Coach Steve 
Keller said the Vikings were 
pleased with their play in the 
second half. 

"I was impressed with the 
second half because we settled 
the ball and played nice posi- 
tion soccer," Keller said. "We 
responded well in the first 
half, but we fell asleep and had 
a lapse and lost a goal, but we 
were able to come back nicely." > 

In an interesting parallel, 
this was the first time KeUer 
had coached a state-bound 
team since he took the boys 
team to state in 2005 against, 
who else, but Carmel. As for 
his girls team, Keller is more 
than pleased to take this team 
to the Elite Eight. 

"They're peaking at the 
right time," Keller said. At the 
beginning of the season, I 
wouldn't have predicted this. 
We've worked and talked a lot 
about tactics and strategy and 
the girls have really responded 
well." 

With the first trip to the 
supersectional in school histo- 
ry, a run at the state finals 
seems well in reach for the 
Corsairs. Osterhout is the 
only Carmel player Halloran 
will be losing to graduation. 

"Every season has Its own 
set of challenges, but we do 
bring back 10 starters," 
Halloran said. "We have to 
replace a great goalie and that 
will definitely be hard, but we 
should be in pretty good shape 
for next season."

Grant 

Frank Putzell, of Grant, 
fared well in the warmup 
phase of the IHSA boys track 
and field meet. But he wasn't 
able to turn a nice warmup 
into a big win in the prelims. 

"He did well in the 
warmups, with a 13-foot, 6- 
inch effort, which was 1.5 feet 
better than his personal best," 
Grant Coach Sam Spasojevich 
said. "But on Friday, they 
warmed up, then there was a 
lightning delay, and another 
40-minute wait, then they said, 
'You have 15 minutes to warm 
up. The qualifying mark to go 
oh to the next day was 13 feet, 
and a lot of vaulters in Frank's 
flight did not make the 
height." 

In his heat, a third of com- 
petitors failed to make the 13- 
foot height. And of the eight 



that did, four of them quali- 
fied with just 13 feet. 

Despite the disappoint- 
ment, Spasojevich said that he 
was pleased with Putzell's sea- 
son. "As a freshman, he only 
went 7-6. He met most of his 
goals. He was very deter- 
mined," the coach said. 

Putzell is considering 
attending College of Lake 
County or Harper College, 
which has a track program, 
next year.

The Rams got their lone 
state finals entrant in 800- 
meter runner Jarod Zygmunt.

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Vinyl windows: Not all the same 




Choosing a superior vinyl window can be difficult if you don't know 
what to look for. 



Over 50 percent of win- 
dows purchased today are 
vinyl windows. Choosing a 
superior vinyl window can be 
difficult if you don't know 
what to look for. It can prove 
even more frustrating if you 
purchase and install your 
vinyl windows only to find 
that they're poor quality, 
uneven and already fading in 
appearance. You might also 
face the realization that a big-, 
ger name is not always better 
and price is only one of sever- 
al considerations. 

There's more to choosing 
and installing vinyl windows 



than meet the eye. What's 
inside a window is more 
important than what's on the 
outside since the internal 
structure determines a win- 
dow's longevity. 

As a homeowner shopping 
for the best vinyl window, con- 
sider these factors in purchas- 
ing and making additional 
upgrades; 

• Vinyl: Look at a cutaway 
view of the window to Identify 
tlie quality of the vinyl arid the 
thickness of the window's com- 
ponents. A thicker vinyl ensures 
rigidity and more overall resist- 
ance to weather damage. 



• Jambs: The vertical mem- 
bers of the window frame, 
thicker Jambs provide better 
overall performance of the 
operating parts of the win- 
dow called the "sash." 
Building-grade windows have 
jambs from 2-7/16 to 3 inches 
thick, while premium grade 
windows offer 3-1/4 inch 
jambs. Visions' windows and 
patio doors, for example, have 
3*1/4 inch jambs. 

• Fusion-welded frames and 
sash: Maintaining a window's 
square form helps ensure 
proper installation, in addi- 
tion to creating a sharp look. 
Fusion-welded frames and 
sash can make a big differ- 
ence here; windows that uti- 
lize a four-point welding sys- 
tem for the head, sill and two 
side jambs, and for the sash 
are sturdier and less likely to 
crack or break. 

• Chambers: These internal 
cavities within the frames 
and sash trap air, which insu- 
lates against heat and cold 
transfer through the window. 
Thick, multi-chambered 
frames and sash greatly 
improve structural perform- 
ance by reducing the amount of 
seasonal expansion and con- 
traction. Building-grade vinyl 
windows generally have two to 
tliree internal chambers where- 
as premium grades have five, 
six or seven chambers offering 
superior energy efficiency. 

• Sloped sill: It's not the 
thickness that matters here; 
instead, consider the degree 
of the slope of the window's 



sill. Pockets seen on some 
vinyl brands will not keep 
water from collecting inside 
and outside of the window. A 
higher slope will allow for 
rainwater to hit the sash and 
flow downward, away from 
the window. This prevents 
water spots on the glass, and 
wear and tear on the vinyl. 

• Spacers: The material 
"used to Join two pieces of 
glass together to form a dual- 
pane (or insulated) window — 
a spacer's material composi- 
tion will affect air transfer. 



Metal spacers provide either a 
stuffy or chilly atmosphere 
depending on the season. 
Non-metallic spacers mini- 
mize the transfer of heat or 
cold through the window and 
minimize condensation on the 
windows, which is often 
caused by higher humidity 
levels in a home. 

* High performance glass: 
Vinyl windows, in general, 
are more energy efficient 
than wood windows. High per- 
formance glass gives home- 
owners oven greater latitude 



to keep energy costs down. 

More options are becoming 
available in the vinyl window 
market. A window made up of 
thicker jambs, more internal 
chambers, and fusion-welded 
frames and sash ensures 
durability and performance 
for all seasons. High perform- 
ance glass, non-metallic spac- 
ers and sloped sills will con- 
tribute to improved comfort 
and convenience In the home. 

If you can't remember all 
that, just remember, you can't 
judge a window by its cover. 



Stay cool and keep costs under control 



You don't have to let the 
threat of high utility bills keep 
you from maintaining a com- 
fortable climate in your home. 
Energy experts suggest these 
tips to help keep your energy 
costs and temperature from 
rising during warm weather- 
not to mention, helping you 
keep your cool 

Create an indoor "wind chill" 
effect Installing and using a 
ceiling fan can reduce air-con- 
ditioning costs by circulating 
the air and making that room 
seem much cooler. , 

Keep your cool in the 
kitchen, During the height of 
the cooling season, light up 
your.outdoor grill or cook with 
a microwave as mucli as possi- 
ble. The oven just makes your 
temperature-and bill-rise. 

Do laundry and dishwashing 
in the early morning or late 
evening. Not only is it cooler at 



those times, but you'll save on 
your electric bill by running 
these energy-intensive appli- 
ances during off-peak hours. 

Put your cooling system on a 
schedule. Install a programma- 
ble thermostat to automatical- 
ly coordinate your home's cli- 
mate with your daily patterns, 
increasing comfort and reduc- 
ing energy waste. And you 
won't have to worry about com- 
ing home to a sweltering house 
on those hot days. 

Don't "cool the neighbor- 
hood." You can avoid air leaks 
by weather-stripping doors 
and windows, caulking cracks 
in outside walls and founda- 
tion, and closing the fireplace 
damper when not in use. 

Rearrange your furniture. 
Avoid placing lamps or TV sets 
near your air-conditioning 
thermostat. These appliances 
create heat that the thermostat 



can sense, causing the air con- 
ditioner to run longer than 
necessary. And while you're at 
it, make sure you don't have 
any furniture blocking vents. 

Go ahead and vent. ..your 
attic.
